The teachers held an interesting meeting 


last Saturday forenoon in the High School 
room.

netism andElectriulty was next on the pro- 
gramme, given by tbe pupils In the fourth 
class In the High School.

They seemed to be entirely conversant 
with the subjects,and performed the experi- 
ments with good success.

George C. Cressey upon the following sub-' 
ject: '-The Language We Speak." Below 
ia a brief abstract of the lecture: 


The "languages of all people arc either 


monosyllabic, as that of which tbe Chinese 
make use, the same word having several 
significations.; agghinltative, 
or where 


roots are joined with roots to form words, 
a good example being the American Indian 
language; or }nflectlonal as the Greek oj 
Latin. ' Most of the languages that are 
best adapted.to fine shades of meaning be- 
long to this last class. 


Mention was made of the change that 


the English language had undergone 
through the influence of the<Celts, Romans 
Angles, Saxons and Danes. \ By means of 
the traces of the dialects of these people, 
the English has become better adapted to 
fine shades of meaning than any other lan- 
guage, and at the same time Is burdened 
with fewer grammatical changes. A good 
test of language Is its adaptability, to poet- 
ry, and It needs hardly be said the English 
stands without a peer. 


The last part of the programme consist- 


ed of a discussion of the proper time and 
method ot promotion. 
It was begun! by 


MIssTitcomb, followed by Mlsa Robin- 
son, Miss Blalsdell, Miss Elder and Miss 
Pease. The teachers in the hlgber grades 
all attested to tbe fact that pupils had 
come under their charge who would bave 
done better work bad they remained for a 
longer time In the grade below.
